'about the work of Winifred Lam- 
bert, a research meteorologist 
with the Melbourne National 
Weather Service. 

Winifred had discovered a fas- 
cinating link between wildfires 
and thunderstorms in Florida. 

' Where there is smoke, in this 
case, a wildfire, Lambert sug- 
gested there would be fire, in 
this case, a thunderstorm. 

July 11,,1995 was a good ex- 
ample, claimed Winifred. O that 
hot July afternoon a wildfire be- 
gan burning in northeastern Or- 
ange County. A few minutes lat- 
ег,а large cumulus cloud formed 
over the fire. 

+ "The cloud interacted with the 
sea breeze and intensified,” 
Lambert said. “In a matter of 
minutes, a severe thunderstorm 
had formed and was moving to- 
ward the east coast.” 

Winifred’s team spent the re- 
mainder of 1995 looking for 
тоге more links between wild- 


fires and thunderstorms, yet 
they were unsuccessful. Still, 
Winifred was convinced,- based 
on that one encounter in July, 
that she was on to something. 
"The strength of the storm 
that formed as a result of this 
wildfire underscores the impor- 
tance of monitoring the locations 
of fires as potential thunder- 
storm initiation locations in an 
already unstable environment,” 
she wrote in her final report. 
Now comes new evidence sug- 
gesting that smoke from wild- 
fires may have a dramatic im- 
пр thunderstorms.

Dr. Smith told the repre- 
sentatives to follow the

“First” off, recognize what 
this is, perhaps; the single 
most powerful anti-drug 
tool that has come forward 


into a community that gives 
parents the ability to give 
free, confidential in-home 
drug screening,” sajd Dr. 
Smith. “We give these to 
you free of charge and we 
ask that you turn these over 
to the families - free of 
charge.” 

“Those of you who repre- 
sent your organizations 
today take-these kits. That 
is why we are here today, to 
put them in your hands,” 
Dr. Smith continued. “The 
situation with drugs in our 
community has gotten to 
the point where it is just 
ridiculous and I don’t care 
what community you are 
in.” 

Local people are 
recognized 

Dr. Smith recognized sev- 
eral local people in the com- 
munity responsible for 
bring the kits to the commu- 
nity including Capt. Gary 
Freschette, Henrietta 
Johnson and Corey Wilker- 
son for all of their help. Dr. 
Smith then introduced 
Congressman Foley who 
told the group it is the 
responsiblity of everyone in 
the community to help to 
drug addiction. 

*We can't end drug use in 
America alone, if takes 
every Single one of us, * said 
Mr. Foley. “Drug use is 
eveywhere, not just here in 
the Glades but across our 
county, state and country 
These kits can make a dif- 
ference." 

Dr. Smith began opening 
the boxes and distributing 
the drug screening kits:

Each.of the kits are self- 
contained units comprised 
of three key components. 

Purpose of Kits 

First, the kit contains lit- 
erature stressing the role of 
the parent in keeping a 
child drug free. They 
encourage parents to not 
only talk to their children 
about the dangers of drugs, 
but-also stress the impor- 
tance of parents leading a 
drug-free lifestyle. 

Second, each kit 
resource guiding parents in 
finding help, in their own 
communities if they find 
their child is doing drugs. 

Third, the kit itself. The 
hope is that such measures 
will not be neces а but,
